The second largest cow family in the herd 
is a group of Augustas that trace to the Dorsey Jones 
Augustas. Several top females are of the Beauty fam- 
ily that came from the Mort Kimmell herd. Several 
years ago one of the top females sold in the Buckmaster 
dispersal was purchased for this herd and was from the 
Rosebud family. Later a top cow in the Steinmetz sale 
from the Ringwell herd in Illinois was added to the herd. 


Practically all the present cow herd has been bred 
in tis herd and they have been regular producers and 
cattle from this herd have done well wherever they have 
gone. Only top herd bulls have been in use in the herd 
and their pedigrees and breeders are recognized as 
among the best in the breed. In the past many of the 
calves have been sold for 4-H club and have performed 
well in the local shows.
